ration and continuance as a permanent capital. It is also be¬ 
lieved that an additional inducement may be found for a 
sale of these lands in the fact, that it will have a direct-te i- 
dency to introduce a much more valuable population.than 
that which may be expected from continuing to rent merit, 
and which cannot fail to add very considerably to the wealth 
ond respectability of the slate. 

As to the terms upon which the sale should he effected, 

I have no.hesitation in believing that the mode at present, 
pursued, by the United States is decidedly preferable. A 
sale upon credit h!& shewn itself from the experience we 1 
have had in the sale of lands of the U. S. us well as in some 
©four sister states, injurious and destructive in its const - 
quences both to the seller and purchaser, and we cannot i i 
my opinion be too cautious in avoiding those conaequenpei. 
The relation between creditor and debtor is always odipuf, 
and to create so largo a debt as would be made by the sal j 
of these lands upon credit, would becreatinga monster hav¬ 
ing a direct tendency in its effects to corrupptfie body politic.

<1 nit cr measures for converting the lands into cash; indepen- 
deii'ly of lho«c considerations, I apprehend that another may 
lie found in the tendency which the creation of a Sicnte 
Hank with the funds arising from the sale, will have, to give to 
our fellow-citizens a sound circulating medium. By author¬ 
izing a sale 01 these lands at some convenient period not far 
distant, fixing the minimum at a sum so as to ensure a fair 
price for them (which 1 should presume might be as high as 
fifteen dollars per acre.) we shall he enabled to create a 
fund which may be, through the means of a State Hank, made 
both profitable to the University, and a great benefit to the 
community. 

The propriety of- fixing a high minimum I presume will 
not be questioned: the landshaving been selected in differ¬ 
ent parts of the state, and generally but small quantities ly¬ 
ing in any one neighborhood, but little expectation can be 
entertained, that much more than the price fixed by the go¬ 
vernment will be obtained; it will also prevent opportuni¬ 
ty ofjcombinntious among the purchasers to procure them at 
a priceless than their value, and should any tract remain 
unsold after the sale, they will (always be subject to the fu¬ 
ture disposition of the legislature; and can subsequently be 
ofteijed for sale at a price correspondent t_Q that which they 
will- command.

An abstract of the census lately taken, so far as returns 
bavf been made, are *eady to be laid before any cornroit- 
te ? you Wy appoint to act on that subject; any further rc- 
turns thai,may ojj received will be immediately presented, ; 
fhaf youynay be enabled to proceed i££he apportionment of 

• * < i■ 
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representation in both tranches of the legislative depart¬ 
ment. In the cdrrcct and satisfactory discharge of this im¬ 
perious duty, no difficulty is-appreheuded. Should mere be, 
eventually, a failure in teceiving returns from some of the 
counties, I presume that ^recourse would be proper, in 
those instances, to the latest preceding returns. 

In many of the matters to whiemyour attention has been 
very properly invited by the communication of the late act¬ 
ing Executive, 1 tahe much pleasure in expressing my cor¬ 
dial concurrence of opinion. Iu the few instances wherein 
I have viewed subjects differently, they are submitted te 
you with much consideration. 

The State University and. the disposition of the lands 
reserved for its endowment, have ^ just claim upon your 
most earnest deliberations. This subject has so justly been 
classed among those of the deepest interest to the state, 
both as respects the present ami future times,- that l feel it 
my duty I© offer y on die result of mv best reflections upou it 
I have uo hesitation in adding my concurrence in the ' 
expediency of a sale of those lands at as early a period as 
the circumstances of the community will justify a belief, 
dial full prices may be obiaincd. 1 must also add, that il is 
oth the interest of the- state, and jllte incumbent duty ol 
those who conduct^its concerns, to obtain the most from 
his resource that it can possibly yield. It is not believed 
hat an immediate sale tor cash will promise this result. 
!)ur daily observation, connected with ihe present condi¬ 
tion g| our circulating medium, will induce to the conclu¬ 
sion, that a sale in which the purchase money shall be re¬ 
quired in four. live, or six annual instalments, the first to be 
madcatthc time of sale, will most probably yield oue hundred 
per ecu if. more than a cash sale. It being in every view o t 
the case requisite, that specie or that which is of fedtial va¬ 
lue, shali be the medium of payment. It may hie deemed 
proper to require ample peisdnal security, in addition to 
the'collateral security of th£; laud itself. This requisite ma jf* 
either exacted at thedjnw of sale, op hy some suitable 
provisions at the time of this spcoijirf or an*succeeding iqsUl*

such a debt as would be contracted by the'sale of thesci 
seventy-two sections oflaiui be considered as at all serious? 
Add to this, that its discharge doe^not act as that drain up*L 
on our currency which is opened by a payment to the Uni-I 
ted States, The contrast of the two cases will appearin full* 
glare, when we view the exlcusive domain of the Uniledi 
States, spreading over many whole states and territories ad- 
joining; the debts contracted in the sale of which would in- 
volve the interests of millions of our population, and event* 
ually tend to a disaffection towards the Union. 

1 am aware that an imaginary objection may he thought 
to exist against a sale on credit. That the legislature may be 
harrassed by the frequent application of debtors of this class, 
’This objection will at once vnnirh when it is considered that 
The legal interest in these debts will l ave become vested in 
the corporation, and therefore out of the reach of legisla¬ 
tive indulgence. Nor is it believed that any objection caa 
arise from the liability of this mode of sale to combinations. 
Very few of these tracts lie in the bounds of any 
neighborhood or even in tjjji same county. There willnot 
be that general mutuality of interest prevailing among the 
community w nidi is the greatest cause of combination in 
general sales! But it occurs, that by requiring the whole to 
be advanced in cash we destroy competition, by rendering 
so few in any neighborhood able to advance the necessary 
amount in momy. j 

it is believed that it majy be prudent to vest a reasonable 
portion of the fund arising from the sale of these land*, in 
stock of the State Bank. And for that purpose, it might be- 
proper to make provision jin its charter for admitting a sub¬ 
scription in favor of the University at any 1 time, of not ex¬ 
ceeding one thousand shares of one hundred dollars each. 
This amount might be produced from the first instalment, 
and would in that case be sufficient alone to put the bade i& 
operation. Bpt should the ^nount of this instalment fall short 
of this calculation, it would be in all events sufficient with 
the aid of such individual capita) as may be applicable to that 
purpose, to give full effect to the bank in the ensuing year. 

It may become a proper inauiry what disposition piay ’ 
^st be made of the Hsiduum of the purchase money, after 


vesting thejiinited amount proposed in bank stock and put* 
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ting the University into operation, 
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This fund being a sacred trust for the future as well 
present generation, security and permanency, with a rcgu-^S 
lar and certain increase, would be the great detyderatilnn. % 
The funds that appear to me peculiarly suited to such a pur¬ 
pose, are the stocks of the government of the United States, 
hearing an interest ofsix per cent. These are as certain as 
the government itself, and the increase will remain unaffect- 
ed by the vicissitudes ofthe times. How ever favorably I an¬ 
ticipate the advantages which will result from our Slate 
bank, both to its stockholders and the public, our late ob¬ 
servation on the subject will, not justify that full confidence 
in the stability and regular productiveness ofthe most pro¬ 
mising banking institution, that we arc warranted to repose 
in the national funds. . * • ■ 

However, should the plan of allowing credit for a portion 
of the. purchase money be .adopted, ample lime will be left 
to consider of the best disposition to be made ol the money 
ari-ing from the deferred payments. 

The location of the institution w ill, for the reason pre¬ 
mised, be a proper wprk for a futuic session; in the mean 
time an act of incorporation may lie proper, empowering 
the trustees to etfer.v sale* on such terms as may be pre¬ 
scribed; to take measures: for preserving the lands that may 
not be sold, and to reserve from sale such tracts as may be 
deemed proper at or nearithe several places held in view 
as suitable sites; requiring them to report to thcjlegislature 
their proceedings, and such information as may affect the 
interest of the institution, reserving to the legislature a super¬ 
intending control over the corporation. 

In the application, of this iterary fund to the establishment 
of an institution where out eons may be instructed in all the 
branches of literature, it ij believed neither to be inconsis¬ 
tent with the object of the act of national munilicence, • 
which has given us these means, nor with the generous and 
refined sentiments of the age in which we live, to apply a 
portion of them to female education. 

The depreciated state of the medium which composes the 
greater part of our revenue, requires immediate attention. 
To enable the slate ingoiod faith arid without Joss, to dis¬ 
charge the demands agairjst it, it will be requisite to. exclude 
from the treasury, alj paperthat is not equivalent with specie. 

This may be a proper period for paying off the loan ob¬ 
tained from the Planters,^ Merchants’ Bank of Huntsville, 
in its own paper. .: L. • !

j *| It may be expedient to authorise a loan fron^ one of the 
yr specie-paying banks, towards any deficiency in our Treasury, 
which need not exceed $15,000. 

Such provision may also be made jn regard to any sum 
that may have been collected and paid into the Treasury,, 
v in the paper of a bank not paying specie, that it may be re- 
r placed by the bank issuing it, with specie or other sound 
medium, or with an ample indemnity. In this case the Trea¬ 
sury will cease at once to pay out paper of this description. 
In the policy of excluding from future collection of taxes, 
f the paper of the Huntsville Bank during its refusal to pay 
its aotes in specie, a full regard has been given to the situa¬ 
tion of the large and interesting portion of the community 
in which its p^per has composed the genera! circulation.. 
Although such exclusion might have operated at a short pe¬ 
riod since, with much inconvenience to the people, and 
have amounted to a denial of the means of payment, it is 
believed that such a measure at this time will have no such: 
effects; but will, on the contrary induce them to require a 
sound currency lor their valuable produce now generally 
on hand,* and eventually aid in the entire exclusion from 
circulation of a depreciated currency. 

What other provision ma\ be deemed correct toward that 
Bank and just to the public, will depend on your wisdom to 
devise. How far a tax would be adviseable, and to what a- 
mount might be necessary, to induce the institution to com¬ 
ply with its engagements, at a period when its capacity seems 
not to be questioned by those acquainted with its affairs, 
will be questions tor your determination, ffsucha course be 
adviseable, the tax ought to be such as will effectually an¬ 
swer the purpose. 1 question the policy and moral propriety 
©t taxing au evil, unless with, the view of causingit to cease: 
otherwise it serves to legalize it. < 

And in any more definitive course, it will be essential 
that proper regal'd be had to the slate of the eofftmunity 
most concerned. That while the creditors of the institution 
shall be secured, its debtors may not be ruined by too rigor¬ 
ous a pressure. Much of the embarrassments of that insti¬ 
tution, it is hoped, might l>e removeffhy ^ mutually advan¬ 
tageous connexion between the State Bank k the local ones. 

It is not believed, tbat any addition to the aggregate a- 
mount of taxes will requisite. T he necessary amend¬ 
ments in the mode of assessment andcolieetion will be bet- 
suggested on.a further progress of receiving, thareturn.-.'. 
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Of the treasury warrants now issue*), means of discharg- 
i?ic£ the greater part may be provided, by making a pipvi&ion 
in such law as may be deemed proper in relief of purchasers • 
at (lie first sale of lots in the town of Cahawba, which shall 
create inducements to prompt payments, by allowing a li¬ 
beral discount. 

It would also add to our facilities in the present state of 
the currency, to provide for a more convenient description 
of Treasury notes or warrants. It is confidently believed 
that by adopting the several provisions recommended, our 
revenue and treasury paper will be relieved from the evils 
of depreciation iu a very short period, arid that a limited a- 
mount of these notes or warrants issued in anticipation of cer¬ 
tain revenue may be equally current with specie. « 

So much of the agricultural as well as commercial prosper¬ 
ity and respectability of the state, will depend on a judicious 
attention to internal improvements in regard to roads and na¬ 
vigation, that a portion of your attention will of necessity, be 
devoted to that subject. Our constitution has in express 
terms injoined it on the legislature, to provide, by law, for 
obtaining accurate knowledge of such objects as may be • 
proper for improvement, and for making a systematic and 
economical application of ttye means appropriated to them. 
(Art. 6. Sec. 21.) 

At the first session of our State Assembly, a law was pass¬ 
ed in obedience to this provision of the constitution, present¬ 
ing some of the most conspiouou»*points, and authorized 
the examination of them bylan Engineer under the direction 
of the Executive. This law has been but vo ty partially • 
ried into effect. It has long appeared to me, that unless a 
system shall be established, that shall ensure liberality and 
disinterestedness, as well as method, combined with prac¬ 
tical skill, in the design and execution, very littl* efficient 
progress will be made by the state,hi public improvement. 
The funcHa rising from the nett amount of sales of United 
States lands sold after the first day pf September 1819, a- 
greeably to'theaetbfadtjpfesion,mtiy be very profitably em¬ 
ployed, viz: three p« 5 F cent, for improvements in the state; 

% and two percent, for making roads to the.state, under the 
direction of Congress. The three per cent, fund amounted 
from ftie dafe last mentioned (ill the 30th Sept. 1820, (18 
months) to $7,899 07. No later statements have been receiv¬ 
ed. But it is presumable flic average annual amount of this 
fuqd will be nearly the sime for the next eight yeanjy.. an 
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amount not sufficient to accomplish very expensive objects, 
but ample enough for the correct examination'and survey of 
all of them, with the ascertainment of the most practicable 
plans and cost of completion, and also for accomplishing 
many of the less expensive objects^ thus opening the way 
for individual enterprizc and capital, and aiding these again 
in their progress. 

Theplanwhichanpearsto me most simple,&bestadapted to 
answer all the desired purposes, would be the establishment 
of a board of improvement consisting of not exceeding five 
members, chosen annually or biennially by the General As¬ 
sembly from the several Judicial or other divisions of the 
•tale. It being the duty of this board in connexion with the 
executive for the lime being, to direct the application of the 
means which the legislature shall from time to time appro* 
filiate by law for improvement & for examination. The rea* 
sonablc expenses of the board when on actual service, to be 
defrayed from the improvement fund, it being the duty of 
the board to make annually or oflener if required reports 
of their proceedings and to account for the sums expended. 

The advantages of this system, would be, the greater pro¬ 
bability of a disinterested exercise of duty: From the known 
public spirit and intelligence of those who would most pro¬ 
bably be selected as members of the board, and owing their 
appointment (o the legislature of the state, they would be 
relieved from that local obligation which is often so much 
telt by representatives Atom Cbunties. Add to this, the facil¬ 
ity of deliberation and of visiting personally the points that 
naay be necessary, and of collecting useful information, ft is 
not improper to remark that it is well known that the pro¬ 
vision in the constitution before noticed, was adopted with 
a pointed view to such a system. 

Certairt leading roads between the extremes of thp state 
may be very advantageously laid oujt. ^ 

‘Tbeseveral impediments to the navigation of the Alabama 
and Tombecbe and their tributary Waters, from tfie loWest. 
to the highest practicable points of davigatioi^wil! of course 
be proper objects of examination. #]feeu£e across the sever¬ 
al points of nearest land conronunication to the waters of the 
Tennessee ijver, the best practicable postages shqpld bd 
ascertained and opened. This part ol our Geography togeth¬ 
er with -the shoals on tfiat river has long since engaged the 
attention of the general gov.erarribnt, and has deservedly 
been viewed as a national object These jare also equally 
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interesting to our sister state of Tennessee. And I hive had 
great pleasure to see a late executive communication to 
the legislature ofthat state, tailing their attention to tl*: corn*, 
muuication between the fliwat&ee and one of the beads of 
Coom riv**r, in which assurances are given from personal 
k ledge of the easy practicability of actually uniting those 
streams, by a canal of eleven miles. This effected, and a 
continued iu'erior water communication reformed from the 
Mobile hay through the Tennessee and Holston a consider¬ 
able distance into the slate of Virginia, Thus by a moderate 
•hare of capita' and enterprize judiciously directed, our. 
country may ?> Iiibit advances in improving our channels of 
intercourse, tne very idea of which, very lately, would have 
be en vh w ed as romantic. 

In the event of an enlargement of our southern boundary, 
which will he a question of national policy for the determin¬ 
ation of the general government, new objects for improve¬ 
ment may he presented. 

No object is more desirable in a government of laws, than 
their regular and due administration in the tribunals of jus¬ 
tice. In tin.* failure of the sessions of courts, which too.often 
happens by reason of indisposition of judges, and omission 
of the proper qfiicers. to have juries summoned, with other 
occuriences, the aggregate loss to the community is consi¬ 
derable. . ’/t' 1 . 

I am informed that in the county of Henry, two years 
since established, no courts have yet been holdcn. This 
omission is deserving of inquiry, and the proper remedy 
should be allowed, cither thaf the court should be regularly 
holdcn, or in case of omission that the judge should be auth¬ 
orized to hold a special court, Some general provision oa, 
this subject #ay be proper, ill ! 

I have the honor to lay before you, certain resolutions passed 
by the Legislature of the state of Georgia, communicated by the 
governor of tbat slate; in whiihit is represented, that having un- 
derstood that the Creek k Cherokee nations of Indians are desir¬

It may be proper to appoint a committee of the legislature to. 
visit the Arsenal of this place, and inspect (be public arms 
therein, which may aid in determining the best disposition to be 
made of them. 

1 recommend that a committee be appointed to examine the 
condition of the Executive records. Owing it is understood to the 
want o! proper books for the department, these records have 
not been kept up from the commencement. This examination 
will enable )OU to m^kethe necessary piovisions on the subject. 

< in the prosperous nruputgem* m of our public a flairs, so much 
depends on a harmonious and liberal concert of exertion in ail 
our departments, that loo much cai er.inuot he bestowed on ite 
cultivation. A want of this is never so much owing to tin f^lt 
of original indisposition in any of us to ex* rcisi* ;md promote it, 
as a reaction produced by a want of full confidence that the dis¬ 
position existsjin others with whom, or for whom we art. 

This confidence being mutually obtained, I have (he happi¬ 
ness to believe that our community contains a full proportion of 
oil the necessary requisites to produce ibis desired concert. In 
forming this new association, we have left behind us must of the 
objects <four native partiality that could abstract our views from 
the best public good. 

1 cannot close this communication without expressing (he grat¬

and draw them closer by a more intimate community of m* 
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terests. Those pointSTprcsenling themselves first in order, 
where the greatest (practical benefits can bo effected with 
the smallest mcans*e-a liberal and impartial distribution oi 
the funds applicable to these purposes, being required, by a 
just regard to the interests of our cilf/ens. in the different sec¬ 
tions of the state. This will have a most happy moral elfect 
in maintaining a harmonious and disinterested feeling among 
us : than which, nothing can contribute more substantially 
to the prosperity ofany community. Here it is worthy of re¬ 
mark that the geography of no state presents a country more 
happily united in interest, so far as this is a 1 fee ted hy mu 
tuality ofsiluation, and similarity of pursuits. We may in 
deed be divided bv imaginary land marks, formed by evil 
and designing counsels; hut ii is hoped, tin* good sense and 
liberal sentiments of our citizens are sufficient to resist an 
/influence, so destructive of the public good. 

A liberal and disinterested policy will best servo to avoid 
political schism, and call in requisition the united tal 
enls of the country: in which condition only, can the 
the moral power of the slate present a solid and im 
posing form: otherwise aJI the talents necessary to com 
pose an enlightened and consistent government rnav be 
neutralized by division. Mo a sure-' and men will alike be 
weighed in lire false scales of prejudice and passion. And 
notwithstanding all that intelligence for which our popnla 
lion has been complimented at lioirm and,abroad, our mea 
s*ures may be characterized by weakness and .folly. At no 
period will this subject impress itself upon our attention 
more properly than at present. Our political association is 
how forming. The material which compose it, are promis¬ 
cuously thrown together from various directions, bringing 
into contact their respective prepossessions for the doc¬ 
trines made dear by early education, and hence we inin-t 

• expectffijDine diversity of sentiments and want of mutual 
confidence; which can only be Corrected by a more mature 
acquaintance, and mutual conciliation. 

It is a subject of just concern, that any serious diffittil/ 
ties should have been presented thus early in our political 
progress, and before our government had; assumed its per¬ 
manent organization, and that our constitution should have 

• been susceptible in one of its important provisions, of a dif¬ 
ference of construction so irreconcileabie as to result in an 
entire dfifiission to apportion the representation of either, 
member of the legislative branch o/w, on both of which 
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were unquestionably required by the' constitution ; involv¬ 
ing us in a situation to afford .{grounds of cavil with # $oinei 
and possibly of honest doubt With others, as to the legitim- 
ate existence of the legislative .department and virtually of 
the whole government. 

In the slight notice of which this part of the subject is, 
worthy, it is deemed worse than idle to enter on the field 
of controversy, so often and fruitlessly beaten. The old 
questions canvassed upon it, are deemed to be now settled 
and for ever tc he at rest. It is Itfut common charily to al¬ 
low' to all parties to the dispute, the credit of sincerity ; and 
to attribute the unfortunate result, to that necessity arising 
from the varying operations of the human judgment, which 
may sometimes boas unavoidable as the act, of God, or of 
a public enemy. Is it to be seriously supposed that our 
constitution, formed asa permanent rule for regulating the se¬ 
veral departments of power in the state, as well in periods 
of commotion, as of tranquillity, is of such brittle texture, 
as to be broken down, or evdn interrupted by such casual¬ 
ties ; whether produced by impel ions necessity, or even by 
th* voluntary default of one, orof all the department com¬ 
bined ? (' 

Permanency is one of the professed objects of the state 
as well as federal constitutions. The preambles of both 
instruments point expressly to posterity as an.object of their 
concern. The power of self preservation, as it is the first 
case of every government, is an inherent principle in ours* 
it must be called into action whenever among the vicissi¬ 
tudes of human affairs—the emergency shall require.it, and 
must be regarded in every construction of the constitution, 
where it shall become fjecegsafy. This compact, like all 
others, can only be dissolved by the assent of all the parties 
40 it—the people of the state on the one part, and the na¬ 
tional government bn the other. Forminga member of the 
confederacy, our co-operation is required as a constituent 
part of the nation. We have not the power of disqualify- 
1 ing ourselves even temporarily for that function* 

.. It is true that with this special exception, the people of 
“the state have in every difficulty d redeeming control over 
their government. : This may be exercised*, by acquiescence 
;in the existing-dlpfe of operation, as the most convenient

modification, not inconsistent with their federal obligation. 

No resort to this last extremity has been deemed advisa! 
ble by any/portion of our citizens. ;They have as by una. 
uimous impulse chosen the present representative body to 
co operate with the existing Senate, ill forming this General 
Assembly, 

Here it may be remarked, that however exactly our re¬ 
publican systems may be balanced, public sentiment wH| be 
found at last to direct them; and. that sentiment imbued 
with public virtue, this direction will be glojrious and happy. 

While our situation and prospects are passing under re¬ 
view, we are compelled to notice the pecuniary difficulties 
(hat have visited us with Iheir enervating influence, and 
cramped every branch of active industry. To unite in ob¬ 
taining relief from these evils, we are invited by every con¬ 
sideration of private interest and public duty. Though 
these have to some extent, the same origin every where in 
that bad economy which creates an excess of foreign con¬ 
sumption, beyond the amount realized frojm exported pro¬ 
ductions. Yet additional causes are found in other circum¬ 
stances peculiarly affecting us. The most obvious consists 
in that drain of sound currency which is formed by the ex¬ 
tensive sales of public landh; or more correctly speaking, 
by the prevailing spirit of speculation which had apprecia¬ 
ted them so far above their value. This has checked the 
current of emigration which the encouraging prospects of 
our country had for a season so successfully invited : and ha# 
withheld a large portion of our soil from culture. The 
same infatuating spirit had diverted most of our solid capi¬ 
tal from other useful channels, and left the community in¬ 
cumbered with debt's without a wholesome currency suffi¬ 
cient to discharge them. 

in a most interesting portion of the state, a depreciated 
medium has filled the general circulation ; clogging private 
engagements with distrust, and infecting with unsoundnesf 
the revenue of the stale; that necessary-support of public 
faith. T .1 

While some other states experiencing similar embarrass¬ 
ments have not ttye means of relief within their reach, ws 
a,re without any excuse for this wretched state of jnsoiven* 
-cy, in a want of productive resources* thief staple 
production will always command its current value, in specie 

its;4quif §lent, Tlie crop of a Single y&f, thus realized. 
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which cannot be estimated at l^sa value than two millions, 
would till our circulation with a wholesome medium, ample 
for all our purposes. A reform!fe demanded, by a regard to 
our individual interests, as well as to the character of the 
state- -and this reform to be beneficial, must be radical* ex¬ 
tending to the sources of the evil; any thing short of this 
will only nurse its growth. The community can very £oon 
prepare itself for the exclusion from circulation of a depre¬ 
ciated paper currency, by refusing it in payment for their 
commodities. If in addition to this, a prudent retrench¬ 
ment of expenditure on foreign articles, be observed, the 
desired end, will at once, be accomplished. 

J am sensible that in effecting this desirable change, de¬ 
pending so materially on individual economy, some efforts 
will be required to produce the necessary concert of action. 
It is however believed, that a prudent course of public mea¬ 
sures furnishing the means and pointing*directly to the ex¬ 
pediency of such a change as well as the danger of avoiding 
it—seconded also by the precept, and example of the wise 
and virtuous, will communicate such a tone to public^enti- 
inent,as will go far towards the pdfjiose in view'. And so 
long as thedraiu of sound currency occasioned by the: sale 
of 0 ic National lands shall be k^pt open, a corresponding 
exertion of public and private economy will especially be 
required. ! j .• , 

In anticipation of more favourable prospects to ouf coun¬ 
try, w'e have much ground of felicitation in that relief which 
has been extended by the General Government, to a class 
of its debtors, embracing the greatest portion of our state. 
This will no doubt add an impulse to the spirit of industry; 
and by the observance of economy* improved by the salu¬ 
tary lessons of experience, we may renew our advances in 
tha road to prosperity. i • > 

In this act pf national beneficence, (in effecting which 
our fellow citizens in the opposite extreme of the nation u* 
nited their liberal <tnd disinterested influence;) we have r#»- 
newed cause for feeling stronger the affectionate relation ini 
which we stand to the Federal Union, not identified by Geo¬ 
graphical boundaries. . y i. r 

In contemplating the recent Inati opal transactions peculi¬ 
arly affecting we cannot omit te notice, With much inter¬ 
est, the accession of Territory wrdur neighbourhood, which 
has drawn* strcfogly^defihed ijtatural boundary around the 
Southern frontier of the Unio& > We view tpis measure® 
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tending greatly to our security and calculated to add to out 
commercial advantage. 

Among the means that may contribute to the improve¬ 
ment of the social state, the education of youth has ever 
held a conspicuous place in the estimation of the wise and 
virtuous; aiiji with more eminent propriety should this be 
the case, in a country whose government and lawsare found¬ 
ed on the popular will,arid are to be viewed as the reflect¬ 
ed image ol the wisdom and virtue of the people. On 
tins score we have a valuable charge in trust for the 
present and for future generations. The endowments in 
our hands for this purpose are ample, and by being pru- 
denll) husbanded, will prove a permanent resource for fur¬ 
nishing within ourselves the rudiments of useful learning.— 
It Should ever be the policy of those who may administer 
our alTairs, to regard this fund as sacred to its purposes. 

In the best improvement of the many advantages which 
heaven has thrown before us, it i» devoutly hoped (hat pro¬ 
vidence may so inspire those who shall successively con¬ 
duct the destinies ol our infant stale, as that the objects of 
our constitution may be happily realized, in securing the 

blessings of Irbcrly and iree government, to ourselves and. 
our posterity!

In calling the attention of the Legislature to this subject, 
it may not be an improper occasion to suggest the inquiry, 
whether some change may not be expedient in the mode oi 
appointing this important class of officers. 

1 am very sensible of the difficulty of devising any plan 
that may not be objectionable. That now existing in ibis 
Slate is liable to some [serious objections. Judicial ap¬ 
pointments of every grade should if possible, be so made as 
not to require the Candidate to enter into a popular can¬ 
vass ; and in elections on this scale, rpen of the greatest 
merit will not always press themselves into successful no¬ 
tice. It may alsojjc remarked, that neither the jurisdiction 
nor the usefulness of this Magistrate is confined to the mil¬ 
itary heat which selects him. The whole county is interest¬ 
ed in a judicious scloction, and ought to have some share 
in the appointment. j 

The mode which appears to me most advisable is the fol¬ 
lowing : 

Let a poll he kept annually at the, general election in 
'each county for five or more discreet persons— these when 
elected to be a councilor committee of appointment for 
the county. This council may be entrusted with the ap¬ 
pointment not only of Justices , but also of Constables, Cor¬ 
oners,. Notaries . Public. Assessors and Collectors ol taxes, 
County Treasurers and ^Clerics, (when officers of the last de¬ 
scription may be constitutionally so efiosen.)

This body may also perform (he duties of commissioners 
of Revenue and roads. 

In the appointment of the members of this counci} it is 
presumable the people would every where feel an interest 
that men of respectability and steadiness should be select¬ 
ed : • and the office being altogether honorary it would not 
be deemed worth running alter by those who would be un¬ 
worthy of it. 

I would also take this ocrasipti to mention that very few 
of the offices of cb-iks of county or circuit courts are furn¬ 
ished with seals. It may be advisable to make sonic provis¬ 
ion that these shuuid be furnished out of the county funds, 
and to injoin this duty ou the county Judge or some other 
officer. j

!• trsl, We believe that all public burthens, io be just 
ought to be equal. Inasmuch then, as the tax imposed by 
the section aforesaid, on land,-will be paid by not morphan 
one half of the landholders in this State, we deem it unjust 
k ought not to he submitted to, by men cfaiming equal rights! 

Secondly, Because we-believe the mode of taxing land* 
<»s provided by said section, is unconstitutional . Tbatinstru! 
meat declares, that “all lands liable to taxation in this State 
diall be taxed in proportion to their value.” It would there- 
tore require something more than human iugenuity, or so¬ 
phistical reasoning to convince us, that there are no lands 
within the State of Alabama subject to taxation, worth more* 
than eight dolls, nofbone worth Ie9sthan two dolls, per acre; 

Thirdly, Because we believe it calculated to exonerate 
the rich from paying a land tax in proportion to the intrin¬ 
sic value of their lands; and cause the poor to pay more 
than a fair proportion on the poorest lands. 

Fourthly, Because, we believe it improper to compel the 
good citizens of this State, to swear to the value'-of. their 
lands, which we conceive the aforesaid section virtually re- 
quires them to do.

The -elect mnniutieM. to whom was referred the com¬ 
munication of His KxcoIIcim j the Governor in obedience to 
the resolution of Ibis lloo-c calling upon him for “all the 
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th* * torucy e eli- at, who is of opinion that the district 
court, has jurisdiction, not only so far as to ascertain the 
fact of violation of the slave Jaw3, but is also bound in case 
that fact is found, to proceed and order a pale and direct a 
distil button-, of this opinion, a|so are your committee, both 
from the reasons assigned by (he attorney general and from 
the fact, that the courts of thie United States are bound to 
execute the laws of the several slates, whenever they *p- 
ply in the exercise of their jurisdiction; and the more par¬ 
ticularly when those laws are passed in conformity wkh, and 
in pursuance of, authority given by the laws of the United 
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States. The present libels are Filed by informers who claim 
a right under the state law. Th^t law was pasfeed by tlje au¬ 
thority of a law of the United States. It.is admitted that the 
district court has power * to decide the fact of violation of 
the slave laws.” It is under those laws that the forfeiture 
accrues, which gives the right Secured by the state laws. 
And your committee arc ata loss to discover how any diffi¬ 
culty can arise with“the district Court, in acting under the 
state law. The power to order :ijdisposition under the state 
law, your committee consider afe an incident to the power 
to ascertain the fact of forfeiture.. Had the state law direct¬ 
ing what disposition shall be made of the negroes, been pass¬ 
ed by Congress, there would have been no doubt of the

** An act to amend the several acts in 1 relation to the estab¬ 
lishment of the Bank of the State of Alabama, and to repeal 
such parts of said acts as are repugnantjto the provisions of 
this act,” has been examined with that Respectful consider¬ 
ation which is due to the deliberate act; of a co-ordinate de¬ 
partment of the government, involving as it does, questions 
of the deepest, permanent interest to the State. Many 
reasons would have rendered a longer dime for reflection 
desirable.—The law about to be passed 1 is one of no ordina¬ 
ry importance ; some of its provisions ape new and untried 
by any former experiment—the law, when passed, will be 
beyond the reach of repeal or amendment. Should it not 
answer the salutary purposes anticipated, it will stand as a 
continual bar against any other systemifor twenty years at 
least, f am, at the same time, sensible!that a wisely adjust¬ 
ed banking institution may contribute great facilities to the 
fiscal concerns of the State government, and remove, to 
some extent, the embarrassing evil of a) depreciated curren¬ 
cy w hich depresses a most important portion of our com¬ 
munity. { 

The advanced stage of the'session, $jnd the general anx* 
iety which U felt to bring its labors to q close, requires that 
I should not detain you longer in presenting the reasons 
which have induced me to believe that jl^hould not apprdve

These applying partly to the consfilutuynality, and partly 
to the propriety and expediency of the system proposed ; for | 
convenient reference it may be propet to extract so much 
of that section of the constitytiori as relates to Jhe subject.

After the establishment of a General Slate Rank, the banks 
of this state now existing, may be admitted as branches there- • 
of, upon such terms n- the legislature and said banks may 
agree, subject, nevertheless, to the preceding rules.” 

1 . The character of the institution authorized by the first 
clause is dc!iued-~‘‘one State Bank.” To constitute it such, 
a controjing power at all times iu the stale, to some extent, 
is essential. ! 

How jar the interest of the state should be proportionate 
to this power is another question. 1 he :2nd rule requires the 
latter, to be at least equal to the former. Yet, although (In¬ 
state invested with an interest to the amount of one hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars, which, by the 1 Uh section, it is 
bound to subscribe shortly after the hank shall go into oper¬ 
ation; it is allowed no voice in the first direction of the in¬ 
stitution, nor until it may have continued in operation 6eve 
ral months. Even if the letter of the constitution is evaded 
by postponing the subscription on behalf of the state until 
after the first election of directors, its spirit must be violat¬ 
ed, as the interest of the state was fixed and certain from 
the very commencement. This defect will appear to be of 
no trivial importance, when it is considered how materially, 
the early operations of such a bank will affect, its course of 
policy and interest. 

The first officers are selected; bye-laws and ordinances 
are then established^ discounts to a greater proportion are 
made than at any subsequent period. But abqve all, the a- 
doption of the existing banks as branches under the* Kith 
section of the bilI may, take' place alibis period, when the 
State Bank sball becotoe responsible! for.alt the debts and 
circulating paper of the adoptedibanks; and Ihopower of ac¬ 
cepting the indemnity proposed by ttie 26th faction 6f the 
bill will, of course, then be exert»eed. In tins 1 arrangement 
the state must fee*a deep ihterdsft The main bank may be- 
come a debtor to more than bail a million of dollars by the 
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connexion, should all the existing Wanks come in. The nu 
stdeiy and directors thereof when this happens, of course . 
hav(f the power under the last named section to judge ol 
and accept the necessary security to be taken from, the a-' 
dopted blanches. No period of the history of the institution 
may be so important to its interest;!] and i will ask what se¬ 
curity have we, in reasonable probability, that attheven 
season when this connexion is/ontjiing. the mother bank 
while taking this security may not tile governed h> Hie direr! 
or indirect influence of the adopt r.<|; oiies; the power of tin- 
state being excluded in this arrangement, though a large 
stock holder, and eventually responsible in its proper pro¬ 
portion. i his responsibility arises iVocn the very nature or 
tlv- connexion, and is also strongly inh rred Irom the provi¬ 
so in the I 7th section, and from,the; 2.)ih section of the bill 
which, on any other supposition*, would have been unmean¬ 
ing. 

'2. 'I hr hill in the Ifith section adopts any of the existing 
bank- a< branches, on tin* payment pfonc hundred thousand 
dollars as subscribers to the mother batik, and conforming 
to the conditions of the 2.*>!li sectioi . 

Thus does the hill ‘‘establish 11 th ee branches out of the 
existing banks, at least so for as a s atute is reejusisite to do 
so, and as far as any statute ever dries. The completion de 
pends on their acceptance of the terms; and virtually, aa 
original bank is also established by the same bill. 

Notwithstanding the title purports to be an amendment 
of an existing bank-lav/ ; yet such aw had never gone into 
effect nor never could, hereafter, a$i it is believed without a 
reviving statute, nor is it believed ijhht the surviving super- 
intendants mentioned therein, could] exercise the powers ex¬ 
tended in the loth, 16th and 17trj sections of the act of 
June, 1821, mentioned in the last section of the bill. The 
bill must therefore be viewed in regard to the constitutional 
provisions as establishing a new bapk, and indeed it is sub¬ 
stantially a new one. The intercsttof the State and its pow¬ 
er over the institution, are variant from the former law in its 
provisions, arid the location of the Institution instead of be¬ 
ing jfixed, is left to a joint vote. Itjis worthy of considera¬ 
tion how far this comports with tha first clause of the reci¬ 
ted section of the constitution, prohibiting the establishing 
of more than one bank or branch ai the same session. The

to the revival of an obsolete bank c iarter, and the ponver-. 
•don of banks itito branches, as the farming of original banka 
and branches. The evil to be prevented was the combina¬ 
tion of variant interests into one measure, ensuring the pas¬ 
sage of all. when either, alone, on its separate merits might 
have resulted differently: and indeed, by the adoption, 
there is v irtually a renewal and extension of the' original 




chattels which require a higher majority. 

.3. The 7th rule supposes the pre-existence of a general 
'hate Bank in operation, when the (existing ones are to be 
admitted as branches, arid that an agreement is effected be- 
:\veen the hanks and the legislature as to the terms of ad¬ 
mission. There appears to be sound policy in requiring this 
course whether the constitution requires it or;not. "The 
parties will have a particular knowledge of the affairs of 
• ac.h other, and the legislature mdy act understanding^, 
and all eyes he open. But in the present case, we do not 
know fro n any official source what the condition of any of 
the existing banks may he. The amount of debts, and the 
nature of the credits, or how jeeureef—what quantity by per- 
'"mul security—what portion by stock security (which in a 
bank that is in declining circumstances is equal to no secu¬ 
rity at all) arid as to the periods wh$n payment may be en¬ 
forced. • All those particulars should be known, both to the 
„ legislature and the respective hanks forming the union, and 
especially when the State is to be a large stock-holdter. The 
terms of connexion proposed between the mother. Rank and 
branches, when adopted, are liable'to the following objec¬ 
tions :--- • 

The former as it is believed will be involved, in all the 
debts of the latter at tliie momentiof the union, while the 
adopted branch will retain all the power and control of re¬ 
newing notea already discounted, and alt the profit there¬ 
from, as is necessarily presumed hyj declaring separate divi¬ 
dends thereon in their origippij cdrpai*$e capacity, The 
18thsection clearly secures thfe privilege, and by Btrong im¬ 
plication allows, the adopted bank!to retain all its original 
corporate powers, except in .iliee-dUtouriting of original 
notes. Exhibiting the anoma!6fcs4character of an institu¬ 


tion feting in a two fold capacity* of: an iijdependant bank 
as to many powers, and also of a branch bank. In the for-

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raer capacity renewing notes to the amount of thrice i\ir 
original capital, and declaring dividends thereon; and at (h« 
same time, receiving dividends on he same capital us sub¬ 
scribers to the mother bank, ff hi* be not (he inten¬ 
tion of those who framed the bill, ft may at least bear this 
construction. This if so will certa nly bejan undue advan¬ 
tage to the particular stockholder! of the adopted bank, 
that may observe the policy of puttjng all its specie fund in 
the mother bank, if the State llapk is involved in the ori¬ 
ginal debts of the .adopted bank, id,appears but fair that it* 
should derive the profits from, and have some control over, 
the renewal of the discounts, on iccount of which those 
debts were created, and from pay in int of which they are io 
be discharged. At all events theexh nt of control over adopt¬ 
ed banks is not sufficiently defined. The section of the bill'on * 
wiiich this construction is given, isijn the following words : 

“ Section 13th. Jlndbe it J'urther'iiwctrd, That when an> 
of the incorporated banks in this state shall become a branch 
of the state bank, it shall be the.duty of the President and Di¬ 
rectors in behalf of said bank, U sign a rclinijuishmenl, 
surrendering so much of the right, jrantedin her charter as 
authorizes the loan or loans of moil $y in any manner what¬ 
ever, either by discount or otherwise, which shall be consi¬ 
dered as binding on said corporation : Provided , that tlipy 
may renew discounts already made by said corporation. 55 

The effect of the proposed system on the state of the cur¬ 
rency in that section of the state most needing renovation,, 
deserves a consideration among fhjj reasons for disapprove' 
ing the bill. It is believed that thejf^yourable anticipations 
from It In this respect would prove ittusoryv v To illustrate

discounts would be made at the mother banker some other 


branch. It is not seen by what fair banking operation the 
community in that quarter will be supplied with a dollar of 
the state d>ank paper;through the medium of that branch fpr 
:» considerable period. And (he*slate of ihetilaplc produce 
in (hat quarter takes such a direction to market that it is uot 
conceived the slate bank paper discounted*at a] distance 
would have any material eif.ct on the circulation there, un¬ 
til the commercial intercourse shal^have materially chang¬ 
ed; unless indeed the ultimate liability of the state to pay 
the circulating notes, .nav aid their credit. Hut this liabili- 
ty, being indirect may not have gre c t influence. The value 
of a circulating paper as money, i> not so much estimated 
by it* ultimate solvency, as to its immediate convertibility 
into money. In presenting i-.y reasons for believing that the 
proposed plan will not remedy thq evils of a depreciated 
currency, where it is most severe y felt, it may npt be im¬ 
proper to suggest-that two other modes might be preferable 
and avoid ail the objections.

Before closing my remarks, I jnust acknowledge that in 
these views of this important question I may labour under 
misimpressmns, which oua more faiature reflection, 1 would 
be anxious to correct. But feeljng very sensibly the im¬ 
portant influence of such an inslitfition as shall noxv be funn¬ 
ed on all the monied concerns of (he state for nearly a miar- 
ter of a century, reflecting also, that the valuable fund for 
the support of a seminary of learning,, in addition to with 
interest as the present bill proposes to allow the state; to 
gelher with individual capital, andsuch specie capital as ev 
isting banks may subscribe, without involving the state in 
debt, maybe aproper basis for a jtatc bank : each interest . 
being represented in fair proportion from the cwmmct* 
mail ...and believing many of tbjsc most important ink*/ 
esfs not to be fairly provided for In the bill } while tWi in 
stitutipn would commence its operation under the prohibit 
incumberance of an immense debt| It is under these reftec 
tions, and the most solemn inxprefeions of duty (hut fj&ve 
disapproved the bill.
